District Branch of the Canadian Red 
Cross Society I take great pleasure 
in submitting the following ‘report :— 

The year 1944 has been one in 
which the local Branch of the Red 
Cross has widened the scope of its 
activities and reached a new level of 
achievement. This has been possible 
only because of efficient leadership, 
careful planning, and the utter devo- 
tion of its members, as well as the 
fine measure of harmony which has 
prevailed. We are proud of the’ vision 
and the splendid record of service of 
our members throughout our whole 
district. 

Our Branch now numbers 762 mem ! 
bers, an increase of over 100 over 
last year. Twelve regular and one 
#pecial meeting of the full Executive 
were held, with an average attend- 
ance of 11.2 Funds totalling $6300.47 
were raised from all Sources, and 
this is commendable, but most of 
our Red Cross service to humanity 
could never be bought with money. 
However there is one branch of our 
work which needs funds and ever 
more funds. This is the Prisoner of 
War Boxes, whose importance I 
need not stress. We raised $686.50 
for this special purpose, Two of our | 
faithful auxiliaries in the gre) | 
made a contribution to this fund 
each month. .

Our Work Convenor reports a to- 
tual of 717 garments sent to Division- 
al Headquarters. In addition to this 
‘pyjamas were given to Military Hos- 
pital, quilts and clothing given to 
femilies whose homes were burnt, 
and infant’s and children’s clothing 
given to a needy family. Details of

A total of $3503.24 was raised, an 
increase of around $800.00 over last 
year. Much of the credit for this 
gratifying result must go to our 
splendid conps.of canvassers in both 
town and country. i 

One very successful phase of ac- 
tivity undertaken by this Branch was 
the Red Cross Booth. Not only was 
the sum of $2327.73 raised, but the 
harmony and splendid co-operation 
achieved under the fine leadership of 
Mrs. Graham is worthy of special 
mention. The money made in this 
way provided comforts for patients 
in Military Hospital, Christmas par- 
cels for men returned to Canada last. 
year, and the donation made by this 
Branch to the Mobile: Blood Donor 
Clinic, A complete account ‘of this 
Booth work was given by the Con- 
venor. ° 

Another very vital and _ import- 
ant part of our work was the Hospi- 
tal Visiting, and the Blood. Donor 
Clinic, both under the management 
of a Hospital Committee of six, with 
Mrs. Conroy as Convenor. The Com- 
mittee were given passes’ to the 
Military Camp Hospital, which they. 
visited weekly, taking cigarettes, 
fruit and reading matter to the 
patients. In one special case, where 
the patient for a time showed little 
chance of recovery, special delicacies 


j were made daily by members of the 


committee, and they were assured 
that they had made a real contribu- 
tion to the patient's eventual recov- 
ery by their sustained interest in him 
Contact was kept with him even 
when he’ was moved to Vancouver. 
The co-operation and courtesy al- 
ways shown by the doctors and 
nurses at the Hospitél this year made 
this work a pleasure. The same cn- 
operation. was received during our 
four day Blood Donor Clinic, one ‘of 
the High-lights of our year. This 
Clinic was held in September and 
people came from Irma, Fabyan, 
Greenshields, Heath and Edgerton to 
donate blood, as well as from the 
country districts. In all 382 donors 
gave their contributions of blood to 
go as plasma to save lives on the 
fighting front, and more are ready to 
give when the Clinic returns in the 
spring. This is the most personal and 
precious gift a person can make, and 
the Red Cross has special pride in 
this vital phase of our work. This 
Branch made a special contribution 
of $505.00 to this Mobile Blood Donor 
Clinic, $5.00 of which was given by 
an individual who desired hig dona- 
tion to be anonymous. ; 

Other agpects of our work which 
might be mentioned are the giving ot 
Christmas parcels cantaining cig- 
arettes and a Colgate’s kit to 19 men 
who ‘returned to Canada during the

FIRE, LIGHT, & UTILITIES 


There were six fire calls sent In 
last year. Two were stand-vy calls 
and did not require oar equipment. 
Our firemen and equipment atiended 
the other four fires. The damaye in 
all cases was small, There was a lot 
of work done last year in removing 
fire hazards by burning brush and 
grass from streets and lots. Tuere 
were also some repairs made un fire 
jequipment instalations. Two joints 
| developed leaks in the water main on 
main street between third and fourth 
avenues. Those were opened up and 
repaired by pouring cement around 
the joints, This was done because 
there was so much surface water in 
that locality it was nearly impossible 
to empty and dry the pipe so that 
the joint could be corked with lead 
The roof on the largest storage tank 
back of the fire hall had to ‘be re- 
placed with a new one and at the 
same time the tank was emptied and 
cleaned out. A new Fairbank Morse 
low pressure electric automatic 
pump was installed in the busement 
of the fire hall for the purpose of 
testing the water lines for leaks, 
supply water pressure for washing 
equipment, and flooding rinks etc. 
Considering the length of time the 
fire equipment has been in service, it 
is still in firet class condition, and it 
is very essential that it be kept so, 
if we want to maintain our present 
low rate of insurance. 

Last year Wainwright was one of 
the towns picked by the Provincial 
Fire Commissioner for a thorough 
check up on its fire fighting faci'i- 
ties during fire prevention week.
